Taxpayers of Wheeling 
township are being urged 
to draw a circle around 
April 5 on their calendars 
by the Arlington Heights 
League of Women Voters. 
At 2 p.m. on that date, 
r e s i d e n t s of Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, a portion of Mount 
Propect, Prospect Heights 
and other unincorporated 
portions of the township 
will be given the opportun­ 
ity to vote on whether they 
want to add another levy 
to their tax bills. 
Chances are that most area 
residents will be startled by j 
this information, for the tax 
in question would be levied 
by the township, and there is 
no unit of government about 
which the electorate knows 
less. 
An archaic holdover from 
the days when the area was 
predominantly 
r u r a l , 
the j 
township today 
is 
of little 
benefit to communities that 
provide their own services, ; 
Yet, it still has the power to 
levy taxes.

THE TAX coming up for 
consideration at the annual 
town meeting is a cemetery 
levy. The township got into 
the cemetery business last 
year 
when 
the 
Arlington 
Heights cemetery association 
successfully 
petitioned 
the 
township to accept the Arling­ 
ton Heights cemetery located 
on the north side of E. Euclid 
near Rand rd. 


Under state statute, 
t h e 
township was required to ac­ 
cept the cemetery if approved 
by a majority of the voters 
at the town meeting. 
A n d 
since all but three persons at­ 
tending the meeting w e r e 
members of the cemetery as­ 
sociation, 
there 
was 
little 
doubt as to how the balloting 
would go. 
In ridding itself of the re­ 
sponsibility for 
maintaining 
the cemetery, the association 
noted that it was prohibited 
from spending its principal 
of nearly $9,000 in assets, and 
that the interest was 
n o t 
enough to keep'up the prop­ 
erty. The township is allowed 
to spend the principal, which 
it received with the ceme­ 
tery.

INTEREST of the associa­ 
tion in maintaining the ceme­ 
tery, 
founded 
in 
1841 as 
a family burial ground, lies 
in the fact that ancestors of 
several members of the as- j 
sociation are buried 
there. I 
They also look upon it as an 
historic landmark. 
According 
to 
League 
of 
Women Voters research, the 
cemetery became a commun­ 
ity burial ground in 1902. No 
one. however, can recall an 
indigent person being buried 
in the graveyard in the past 
15 years. 
Expenses for maintaining 
the cemetery ran to $2,386 
last year. There is, however, 
an income from the sale of 
lots at $50 each. 
There is some question as 
to whether a tax would be 
levied this year. The fact re­ 
mains, however, that interest­ 
ed parties are 
seeking 
the 
right for the township to levy 
the tax when it desires. 


SHOULD THOSE attending 
the town meeting deny 
the 
right to add what would be 
a 13th levy for most residents 
of the township, the cemetery 
would 
be 
maintained 
with 
existing funds. When t h e s e 
give out, the electorate, if it 
so desired, 
could 
authorize 
transfer of funds from t h e 
town fund for upkeep of the 
cemetery. 
The estimated surplus 
in 
the town fund at the end of 
the 1960-61 fiscal year will be 
$155,765. This sizeable sum 
has accumulated not through 
a town levy, but through a 
one per cent commission the 
town fund receives from oth- 
i er taxes collected in the town­ 
ship. 
The township budget will 
also be voted upon by town­ 
ship residents at the Tues­ 
day, April 5, town meeting at 
1818 E. Northwest hwy., Ar­ 
lington Heights. 


HUI LE MANY students of

The usefulness of the township form 
of government in urban areas such as 
the northwest suburbs has long been 
questioned by the Herald. 
Any doubts we had about abolishing 
or reorganizing this obsolete unit were 
dispelled this week when we availed 
ourselves of the Arlington H e i g h t s 
League of Women Voters’ research on 
a proposed cemetery levy. 
Purpose of the levy would be to 
maintain the Arlington Heights ceme­ 
tery on E. Euclid, west of Rand rd. 
This cemetery was started in 1841 as a 
family burial ground, a n d became a 
community graveyard in 1902. 
A story on the proposed levy on this 
front page details how the township got 
into the cemetery business. 
Whether 
Wheeling township taxpayers, which 
includes residents of Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect north of 
Central rd., Buffalo Grove, Prospect 
Heights, and o t h e r unincorporated 
areas of the township, are responsible 
for maintaining what is essentially an 
“old-timers” cemetery in Arlington 
Heights is debatable. 
What is not debatable is the fact 
that there are presently funds available 
for maintaining the cemetery for at 
least three years. There are also excess 


funds available for transfer, with the 
electorate’s permission, from the town 
fund to maintain the cemetery for the 
next 50 years. 


We vehemently protest the granting 
of another levy with which to saddle 
already overburdened taxpayers. 
Re­ 
gardless of whether such a right to levy 
would be exercised this year, it could 
be used at the township’s discretion, 
bringing the existing number of levies 
in the township to 13 for many home 
owners. 


Such a levy would in all probability 
be extremely small. That, however, is 
not the question. The right to levy is 
not needed at this time. 
You, as a resident of Wheeling 
township, have the right to vote direct­ 
ly on this proposal at the annual town 
meeting scheduled for Tuesday, April 5, 
at 2 p.m. A majority vote of those pres­ 
ent is needed to defeat the proposed 
levy. 
The time will make it difficult for 
many persons to attend. But should you 
not make arrangements to be there, or 
have your wife represent you, you will 
have no one to blame but yourself if 
your future tax bills carry an addi­ 
tional levy.

The hospital that serves the 
comm unity is becoming 
in­ 
creasingly im portant in 
the 
life of every family. It is no 
longer a vague and shadowy 
institution to be encountered 
only in case of ruptured ap­ 
pendix. auto accident or other 
personal calam ity. 
The hospital and its staff 
are now very much in evi­ 
dence when life begins and 
when it ends. Babies are born 
there because it is most con­ 
venient for the m other, the 
doctor and all persons con­ 
cerned. More old people spend 
their last days there because 
pain-relieving drugs can be 
better adm inistered, because 
m odern equipm ent is avail­ 
able for intravenous feeding, 
oxygen can be had to ease 
respiration and every chance 
for recovery can be exploited.

PERHAPS m ore im portant 
is the fact that the life span 
between birth and death has 
been greatly lengthened 
by 
m odern m edical and hospital 
care. The fact that the hos­ 
pital plays a bigger p art in 
a longer life explains why the 
health bill 
takes 
a 
bigger 
chunk of your income and 
why you as an average citi­ 
zen have a bigger responsi­ 
bility for seeing that y o u r 
com m unity is well served by 
a modern hospital. 
Modern m edicine has elim ­ 
inated or brought under con-1 
trol m any of the ailm ents that 
shortened hum an lives. Small- 
p o x, m alaria, diphtheria, ty­ 
phoid 
fever 
and 
sim ilar 
scourges of m ankind are now 
rare. Tuberculosis, pneumon­ 
ia and scarlet fever have been 
brought under control. 
But longer life and norm al 
recovery from hitherto fatal 
ailm ents m ean there is more 
work to do for the hospital 
and the doctor. Older people 
need m ore m edical care, as 
do 
those 
who 
have 
been 
saved from untim ely death. 
Diabetes, 
h eart 
conditions 
and hundreds of other defects 
need watching and occasional 
repair, but they do not pre­ 
vent the person from living 
a happy and useful life.

THESE ALSO get m ore a t­ 
tention than they used to be­ 
cause sick leave, prepaid hos­ 
pitalization 
and 
other 
en­ 
couragem ents to good health 
have become standard in em- 
ployer-employee relations. 
The 
Health 
Inform ation 
Foundation says we are en­ 
tering a new era, when health 
care is taken for granted like 
groceries and rent. The rea ­ 
son, they say, is clear: “ With 
the aging of the population 
and the extension of life for 
those with chronic conditions, 
the wise use of m edical care 
seem s likely to lead to more 
dem and 
for 
services 
and 
higher costs. The increasing 
investm ent by the public for 
m edical care confirms this 
trend.

TEN OR EVEN five years 
from now, buying a house 
will be as easy as buying a 
new car is today. This change 
will come about as a result | 
of home building becoming a 
mass financing as well as a 
mass production industry. 
Today, when you buy a 
home, you must go to the bank 
and compete for the necessary 
loan with dozens of other per­ 
sons who want money, too. 
The bank or savings and loan 
association, being the guar­ 
dian of depositors’ money, 
cannot afford to loan money 
to everyone willy-nilly. It must 
be selective in choosing risks 
and in investing money where 
it will earn the greatest re­ 
turn. 
This competition for money 
puts the builders at a disad­ 
vantage. 
For 
this 
reason, 
many of the top thinkers in 
the building industry are say­ 
ing it will be necessary for 
builders to finance home pur­ 
chases themselves 
if they 
want to increase their busi­ 
ness. 
Think how simple it would 
be if the builder would finance 
your home purchase out of 
his own funds. This would 
greatly simplify the purchase 
and would conceivably result 
in lower interest rates. The 
builder’s money would 
be 
available strictly for home 
purchases. 
Where would the builder get 
this money if he doesn’t have 
it today? Possibly from the 
sale of stock to the public, or 
through the organization of 
real estate syndicates. This 
would create enormous equity 
funds which builders could use 
to sell homes faster and re­ 
turn good profits to investors. 
At the same time, it would 
remove building from the 
c y c l i c a l grip of “tight 
money.” 
• • • 
SPEAKING of tight money, 
we are much impressed by 


the willingness of two Chi­ 
cago unions to invest their 
welfare and pension funds in 
real estate and mortgages. 
One union is putting these 
funds into the Marina City 
project near Chicago’s loop. 
The other has invested $k) 
million in VA and FHA mort­ 
gages. 
This makes sense for the 
unions, since they are helping 
guarantee jobs for their mem­ 
bers as well as earning a 
return on their money. These 
union funds are also helping 
to provide much-needed funds 
to help buyers finance their 
purchases. 
We wish other unions would 
follow this example. Current­ 
ly, six local unions of plumb­ 
ers, 
pipefitters, 
carpenters, 
laborers, 
bricklayers, 
a n d 
electricians have welfare and 
pension funds exceeding $38 
million, with none invested in 
mortgages. It seems short­ 
sighted for these unions not 
to invest their own funds in 
mortgages which could 
ro- 
vide greater stability for their 
members and their industry.

REMEMBER THE first pre­ 
fabricated homes? They were 
pretty sad-looking affairs, but 
they made a point: Homes can 
be brought down in price by 
applying modem manufactur­ 
ing methods. 
While many people scoffed 
at the early pre-fabs, three 
important developments have 
been taking place. 
1. M a n y pre-fabricating 
techniques are going into con­ 
ventional homes. Window and 
door frames, 
roof trusses, 
chimneys, and wall panels are 
examples. 
2. Advances in pre-fabrica­ 
tion have made it almost im­ 
passible to tell a “pre-fab” 
from a conventional home. 
3. Pre-fabricated homes are 
now being made to sell from 
$50,000 and more, proving that 
such homes are acceptable to 
the top class of home buyer. 
If anyone had predicted 
these developments in 1946, 
he would have been laughed 
at. Today, they have come to 
pass, which leads us to pre­ 
dict that another ten years 
will see at least 33 per cent 
of all homes made by pre-fab 
methods. Watch and see.

This one was organized four 
or five years ago, originally 
for PTA groups, since t h e 
schools, which provide coun­ 
seling aid for students could 
not help with family prob­ 
lems. 
“W i t h the help of civic 
leaders, the office opened in 
1957, and in the first year, 
there were 600 requests fo r 
services. At present, there is 
one full time person, Mrs. 
George Nicklaus.” 
MRS. NICKLAUS is n o t 
only the executive direc t o r 
but is doubling as casework 
er also. It was revealed that 
of the caseload, 70 per cent 
had heard of the agency from 
other persons, and the r e st 
had been referred by doctors, 
lawyers and others and had 
come in equal proportions 
from all four communit i e s 
(Palatine, Mt. Prospect, Des 
P l a i n e s and A r I i ngton 
Heights). 
The executive director rose 
to cite a couple of typic a I 
examples of aid by the serv­ 
ice. One, stated Mrs. Nick­ 
laus, concerned a young wo­ 
man in her 20’s, who came 
in because she said s h e 
needed housing. 
N o t i c i ng that the appli­ 
cant’s breathing was heavy, 
Mrs. Nicklaus learned t h at 
the woman had had a bad 
cold and had not had a n y 
medical care. Upon calling 
a doctor, it was learned that 
the w o m a n was suffering 
from double pneumonia a nd 
had a fever of 105 degrees. 
A couple of more hours and 
she would have lost her life. 
Luckily, through Mrs. N i ck- 
laus, the doctor was informed 
and the woman rushed to the 
hospital. What had begun as 
a routine housing probl e m 
almost became a tragedy.

A SECOND case cited by 
Mrs. Nicklaus concerned a 
m a r i t a l complication be­ 
tween a couple with five chil­ 
dren. The husband was caus­ 
ing the difficulty because of 
his Interest in another wo­ 
man. Through aid by t h e 
a g e n c y , the estrangement 
was h e a l e d , the wayward 
husband restored to his fam­ 
ily, the wife given renewed 
courage and the m arr i a ge 
saved.

THE YOUNG attorney insists 
that a conservative can be com­ 
passionate to human problems.

MARSHALL IS opposing Ar­ 
rington in the primary because 
he is convinced the fourth dis­ 
trict has been “inadequately rep­ 
resented” by the Evanston cor­ 
poration lawyer.

as an opera star, disc jockey or 
Rabbi. The high IQ child writes 
pedestrian stories, more stereo­ 
typed, and less amusing than 
the creative child.

Twelve students currently 
drive their cars to school. 
When students are allowed 
to drive their cars they may 
not drive them during the 
lunch hour without special 
permission. 
The reason for this regula­ 
tion was one of the reasons 
why the school board decided 
to restrict use of cars. None 
of the subdivisions adjacent to 
school 
property have side­ 
walks. Students from Medinah 
Elementary school must walk 
on the shoulders of roads. 
Sometimes they walk on the 
roads. The danger of a stu­ 
dent’s car striking a pedes­ 
trian therefore is too great in 
the school board’s estimation, 
said Forrester. 
School busses from Lake 
Park high school pass withir 
one-half mile, at the most, of 
all homes within the school 
district everv morning, For­ 
rester said. Busses leave the 
school three times at the end 
of the school day — at 3:28 
p.m. following the last class; 
at 4:20 p.m. at the end of the 
activity period, and at 6 p.m. 
following athletic practice. 
According to F o r rester, 
“there is a strong relation­ 
ship 
between gasoline and 
grades. It doesn’t apply in 
every case, but it is more than 
an accidental relationship.” 


A four-year study by Willis 
Nelson, principal of Madison 
High School, Resbuig, Idaho, 
showed that not a single one of 
his “A” students, and only 15 
per cent of his “ B” students, 
drove a car. But 31 per cent 
of the “C” . 79 per ecnt of the 
“ D” and 83 per cent of the 
failures and drop-outs did. 
A survey by the Niles town­ 
ship high school at Skokie dis­ 
closed what car ownership 
can do to good students. Once 
they acquired cars a large 
number of those in the upper 
quarter rode themselves right 
out of it. Many of the new car 
owners were out riding seven 
evenings a week. 
But, another study showed 
that when parents own the 
car there is little effect on 
grades. 
Forrester cites a 
“trap” 
which 90 per cent of the stu-. 
dents who drop out of school 
fall into. 
They get a job so they can 
buy a car. Then, they find 
that they must hold the job 
and work longer in order to 
pay for gas, oil and repairs. 
* 
* 
* 
SOON THE youngster ob­ 
serves: “Why should I use all 
MY money to pay for thi.‘« 
car?” After a while parents 
are paying for the car and 
their youngster is pocketing 
his money. 
The nxet step in the “trap” ! 
is the youngster’s conclusion 
that their is no reason for him 
to continue going to school 
since he is self-sufficient. And 
he drops out. 
“Suburbia Today” 
m aga­ 


zine has portrayed the “trap” 
this way: 
“The next round ( after Jun­ 
ior decides he is old enough to 
drive a car and becomes dis­ 
gusted with sharing the family 
car) will follow fast — when 
Junior decides . . . (he) must 
have a car of his own. Pay­ 
ing for it will be no problem. 
He’ll just get a job after 
school. Now wide-open w ar­ 
fare breaks out. Mom gets 
tearful. Dad gets his hackles 
up, and Junior gets ready to 
join the Marines.” 
Both Forrester and his ad­ 
ministrative assistant. Stan­ 
ley Wheeler, are emphatic a- 
bout the automobile’s role in 
helping students lose contact 
with their environment, in­ 
cluding the responsibilities to 
their school work. 
They even lose a sense of 
allegiance to their families. 
• * 
* 
FORRESTER observes that 
students are not “morally, 
ethically or socially prepared 
to make decisions of such con- 
seouence. Thev are not cap­ 
able of handling their own 
decisions. They lack the ex- 
p e r i e n c e and the back­ 
ground.” 
However, he points out that 
this is not a criticism, merely 
circumstance. 
“There's no question that 
they will be able to make de­ 
cisions as well as any adult 
when they have the experi­ 
ence,” he says. 
What do students think of 
all this? 
A student in Downers Grove 
says: “In my contacts with 


persons who own cars I find 
they are able to use them 
wisely.” 
One practical young man 
sees it this way: “Saving up 
money for gas will teach you 
economy and thrift; giving the 
right of way to others, cour­ 
tesy and manners: keeping a 
car in running condition, re­ 
sponsibility. All of these will 
come in handy in later life.”

ment on a used car. To keep 
it, I had to work every after­

one or two nights I'd go out. 
“I flunked two subjects — 
the first time I had ever flunk­ 
ed anything. After six months 
I'd had enough. I got rid of 
the car, gave up my job and 
buckled down to studying. 
“ I'm going to college in the 
fall, but that bad semester 
is going to make it tough for 
me to get into the college I 
w ant.” 
A former juvenile officer 
wrote an hilarious article en­ 
titled “The Great God Tail 
Fin.” He embellished it with 
currently popular juvenile ja r­ 
gon. 
Forrester would agree with 
the title of this article. It ex­ 
presses his attitude that cars 
themselves are not bad — just 
the excessive use of them.

City Sales Tax 


A HAND MADE MODEL of the famous 
German monorail suspended train will be 
on display at Benj. Allen & Co., Arlington 
Market, Arlington Heights, until the end of 
March. The original of this famous train 
was built in Wuppertal, Germany, just 
after the turn of the century. The city is 
situated in the beautiful but narrow val­ 
ley of the Wupper river and has little 
space to spare for conventional tracks 
and roads. The train was designed to use 
the open space over the river. In the past 
59 years, the monorail train has carried 
an average of 58,000 passengers daily. The 
gay yellow cars have traveled nearly 110 


million miles with no accidents. Each car 
is propelled by two motors and has a seat­ 
ing capacity of 65 persons. Between sta­ 
tions, spaced approximately 3.000 feet 
apart, they reach a speed of 16 mph. Cities 
all over the world, searching for a solution 
to their traffic problems, have experiment­ 
ed with faster versions of this monorail 
train. Experimental trains are running in 
Tokyo, Seattle and Dallas. San Francisco 
and New Orleans are also considering the 
installation of a suspended monorail sys­ 
tem.

Many new subdivisions are 
using silver (soft) maples as 
shade trees along the streets 
and in front 
yards. 
These 
trees are susceptible to two 
insect pests which can 
be 
very unsightly and can even 
destroy new trees. 
Red or green wart-1 i k e 
growths (galls) on the leaves 
are signs of infestation 
by 
bladder-gall mites. The mites 
overwinter on the bark 
of 
the trees and in early spring 
migrate to the leaves where 
they stimulate the formation 
of the galls. In each gall, 
many mites live and 
feed 
protected from outside ele­ 
ments. It is doubtful if galls I 
associated with these mites 
cause enough damage to jus­ 
tify spraying large trees, but 
small trees struggling for a 
start will benefit by spray­ 
ing. 
Malathion applied at 
the 
time the buds are swelling 
but before the leaves appear 
in spring will give effective 
control. Spraying after 
the 
galls are formed is useless.

THE SECOND pest is cot­ 
tony maple scale. It is us­ 
ually noticed in early sum­ 
mer during the time 
t h e 
females are laying eggs. The 
egg masses look like popcorn I 


strung on the branches and 
are quite conspicuous. 
Infestations are occasional­ 
ly heavy enough to kill bran­ 
ches and even small trees. 
The female overwinter 
o n 
branches or twigs. In spring 
she lays eggs that hatch in 
July. 
The young scales migrate 
to the leaves where they feed 
and secrete honey dew which 
drips dowm on objects below. 
The insects mature in Aug­ 
ust, 
mate, and the female 
crawls back 
d o w n 
to 
a 
branch for winter. A dormant 
oil spray before the leaves 
appear will give good control 
of this insect. Spraying at the 
time the eggs hatch may also 
be necessary in the case of 
heavy infestation.

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The Way We See 
Local Police Forces 
Can Pool Resources 


While the theory behind a metro­ 
politan police force for Chicago’s sub­ 
urbs is generally agreed to be sound, 
most area residents are justifiably re­ 
luctant to share local control of law en­ 
forcement with a political organization. 
There is, however, a need for better 
communications and cooperation be­ 
tween our local departments. 
The rise in crime accompanying the 
booming growth of the northwest sub­ 
urbs makes law enforcement an increas­ 
ingly complex business. Yet the slip­ 
shod methods of record keeping em­ 
ployed by some of our departments and 
their reluctance to share information- 
or call upon a neighboring department 
for assistance are anything but busi­ 
nesslike. 
In most instances, the only means. 
a department has of knowing what’s 
going on in another baliwick is to pick 
up its radio calls. And the information 
that comes over the radio generally 
gives only the barest details. 
There is no question that several 
crimes could have been solved more 
readily had the investigating officer of 
one community had the records of 
other area municipalities at his finger­ 
tips. 
Ideally, a central records bureau for 


the area would be desirable. Arrange­ 
ments for a common reporting system 
and location and space for the records 
could be worked out by area village of­ 
ficials. Short of this arrangement, a 
common reporting system could be 
adopted and copies of all major crime 
reports be distributed to departments 
throughout the area. 
North Shore communities recently 
entered into an agreement whereby 
their police departments may call upon 
one another’s resources. Such a prac­ 
tice should be encouraged among our 
area departments. 
There have been instances when 
Chicago was called upon for assistance 
when a neighboring community was 
equipped to give the same aid. This ap­ 
plies to such things as fingerprinting, 
photographic equipment and laboratory 
facilities and personnel with particular 
investigative skills. 
Many of our departments have dif­ 
ferent weapons at their disposal. One 
local chief possesses the only lie-detec­ 
tor in the area. 
An inventory of varying equipment 
and skills possessed by area depart­ 
ments could be compiled and distribut­ 
ed for reference when the occasion so 
demands. 


April 12 Is Important 
Date for All Citizens 


Any primary election is important, 
but the primary of April 12 holds more 
than the u s u a l importance for the 
people of Illinois and of this commun­ 
ity. 
Whether you are a Republican or a 
Democrat, you should be asking for the 
primary ballot. If you are one of the 
increasing number of citizens who con­ 
sider themselves as “independent,” then 
express your independence within the 
primary of one of the two parties. 
There are three most important de­ 
cisions to be made in the primary on 
April 12: 
1) In the Democratic primary, a 
battle is going on over whether the 
Chicago political organization can con­ 
trol that party’s primary. Stephen A. 
Mitchell, former Democratic national 
chairman, and Joseph Lohman, state 
treasurer, are challenging Otto Kemer 
and th e Chicago organization in the 
Democratic primary. 
2) In the Republican primary there 


are six candidates for the nomination 
for U. S. Senator and two candidates 
for the nomination for Governor. 
If 
you’re a Republican, y o u should be 
studying w hat these men stand for and 
then pick the best of the candidates. 
3) In the primary of both parties 
you will be selecting the delegates to 
the national conventions. Unfortunat­ 
ely, under the Illinois system of select­ 
ing delegates, it is usually not clear 
who the delegates are supporting. But 
despite that fact, the primary is the 
place where presidential candidates are 
narrowed from a field of many to the 
final two. The big decision is made in 
the primary. 
All of this means that the primary 
on April 12 is in many ways much more 
important than th e general election. 
Civic groups would do well to encour­ 
age their members to vote in the pri­ 
mary. And you who read these words 
should vote yourselves and encourage 
your friends and neighbors to vote. 


Northwest Suburbs Must 
Unite to Protect Interests 


Cook county’s new zoning ordinance 
was raked over the coals last Wednes­ 
day night at the regular meeting of the 
Northwest Municipal conference in Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
County Commissioners C h a r l e s 
Chaplin and Wiliam Mackler Jr. led the 
attack, characterizing the new code as 
“thoroughly, inherently bad, complet­ 
ely disregarding the rights of the sub­ 
urban people.” 
The tw o commissioners turned a 
second attack on Andrew Dallstream, 
chairman of the county zoning board 
of appeals and president of the village 
of Barrington Hills, who made a lack­ 
lustre attempt to convince the audience 
th e ordinance should be allowed to 
stand, and that all changes should be 
made through amendments. 
Chaplin an d Mackler repeatedly 
pointed to provisions in the code which 
permit the sale of liquor in eight busi­ 
ness and manufacturing district class­ 
ifications, and to o t h e r provisions 
which permit the zoning director and 
each of the county commissioners to 
submit any parcel in the unincorpo­ 
rated area for rezoning without giving 
a reason. 
Chaplin, in effect, accused Dall­ 
stream, of selling out to the Demo­ 
cratic interests in putting his board’s 
stamp of approval on the ordinance be­ 
fore it was submitted to the commis­ 
sioners for the fatal vote. 
At the close of the meeting the rep­ 
resentatives of th e eight conference 
towns decided to appoint a special com­ 
mittee that will determine what action 
they will take to fight the passage of 


the code. 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, an d 
Mount Prospect indicated they wrould 
be willing to fight a suit through the 
Supreme court. The other towns indi­ 
cated they wrould be w illing to listen to 
any proposals made by th e special 
committee. 
We were gratified to see, at last, the 
towns of the northwest suburbs united 
in a fight to what may be the finish 
with Chicago’s political machine. 
We have watched the big city force 
its ways on the suburbs for many years. 
The recent IO to 4 passage of this zon­ 
ing code is but a continuation of hun­ 
dreds of similar votes in the past. The 
IO to five ratio of city to suburban com­ 
missioners on the board is unrealistic 
and grossly unfair to the suburbs. 
Commissioner Ch a p l i n , at last 
week’s meeting, said he was positive 
that no more than three of the Chicago 
commissioners h a d bothered to read 
the zoning ordinance. If this charge is 
true, the whole procedure becomes even 
more ridiculous. 
Last week we attacked the Demo­ 
cratic majority for cramming this ordi­ 
nance down the suburbs’ throats. 
This week we would like to urge 
these same suburbs to fight this traves­ 
ty on their rights all the way to the 
Supreme court, if necessary, to protect 
their interests. 
Commissioner Mackler puts it this 
way: 
“They (Chicago’s politicians) have 
chased everyone from Chicago to the 
suburbs with their legislation. 
Now 
they’re going to chase us back.”

The fundamental concept of democracy is gov­ 
ernment of, for, and by the people. A well-informed 
electorate is essential to the operation and preserva­ 
tion of such a government. 
Unless the voters know ALL the issues in gov­ 
ernment, and know ALL their representatives, the 
democracy is just a little

less. A free access by a 
free people is necessary 
to maintain free govern­ 
ment.

makers foresaw this neces­ 
sity for developing an in­ 
formed citizenry when they 
guaranteed the historic free­ 
dom of the press.

A STATE LAW passed in 
1957 reaffirms this basic 
right provided by the fed­ 
eral constitution—the peo­ 
ple’s right to know the peo­ 
ple’s business. 
But posing the question— 
do the people have a right 
to know?—leads directly to 
another—to know WHAT?

UNFORTUNATELY, Gov­ 
ernor William G. Stratton 
disagreed with this philoso­ 
phy. He vetoed the legisla­ 
tion with the simple state­ 
ment that it was not needed.

know” has been a growing 
problem at all levels of gov­ 
ernment.

citizenry,

“We need g o v e r nment 
which operates in a goldfish 
bowl,” declared the former 
Democratic national com­ 
mitteeman. 
“That means 
that frequently those who 
hold public office must risk 
more criticism than if the 
operation were secret. This 
is w'hat makes it so com­ 
fortable for public officials 
to find some excuses for 
keeping 
things 
from 
the 
public.” 
He didn’t restrict his de­ 
mand for open government 
to just the state level but 
added 
that 
municipalities 
and school boards should 
also carry on their activi­ 
ties in the public eye. 
“Generally speaking, pub­ 
lic officials are not put on- 


the-spot enough,” he ex­ 
plained, “and if you don’t 
know what’s going on,, it’s 
even more difficult to put 
them on-the-spot.” 
He admits that the mood 
of the state is such that an 
issue as basic as secrecy in 
government does not arouse 
voters. 
“Citizens can be­ 
come hardened to almost 
any evil, and this may be 
one which they almost take 
for granted.”

NEVERTHELESS, 
Mit­ 
chell feels its importance 
can hardly be overstressed. 
He urges a seven-point 
program: 
1) Public 
accounting of 
income and expenditures of 
political parties; 
2) Passage of more ade­ 
quate right-to-know legisla 
tion; 
3) Full 
and 
adequate 
statements 
about 
income 
and expenditures of lobby­ 
ists in Springfield; 
4) Public 
disclosure 
of 
campaign income and ex­ 
penses by candidates for 


state and county office with 
sensible limits on spending; 
5) Arousing public inter­ 
est in government; 
6) Give the governor pow­ 
er to establish investigative 
commissions as New York 
and New Jersey have; and 
7) Conduct the office of 
governor in a goldfish bowl.

CONCLUDES M i t e hell: 
“Democracy means that the 
people help to make the de­ 
cisions. 
They 
can 
make 
sensible decisions only if 
they are informed. Secrecy 
in government means that 
the process of democracy 
must operate in a fog, and 
this is what political and 
syndicate bosses like.” 
I hope Mitchell’s program 
will find favor among other 
D e m o c r a t s as well as 
among Republican legisla­ 
tors. My only regret is that 
other candidates for public 
office—at the village as well 
as the state level—do not 
perceive the people’s right 
to know as clearly as Candi­ 
date Mitchell does.

Ice Skaters 


Regarding a recent an­ 
nouncement from the park 
district of their plans to 
build a 
$200,000 artificial 
skating pond, I would like 
to contribute the followng. 
I. Skating has been on 
the decline in the U.S. and 
the Chicago area in par­ 
ticular, mostly because of 
a lack of facilities. 
2. Our need is not a small 
artificial pond such as the 
one proposed. It is of no 
value to speed skaters and 
will not aid in development 
of Olympic contestants ex­ 
cept perhaps in figure skat­ 
ing. 
Even figure skaters 
have difficulty on crowded 
ponds.

S. THE LOCAL park dis­ 
trict 
is 
not 
maintaining 
present facilities properly. 
After weeks of continuous 
sub-freezing weather, and 
the 
nights 
were 
consis­ 
tently around zero, 
there 
was no skating at Recrea­ 
tion 
Park 
and 
exceed­ 
ingly poor conditions at the 
small Pioneer Park pond. 
No attem pt was made to 
clear off snow and flood 
Recreation Park pond, even 
though ideal conditions pre­ 
vailed through the latter 
part of this winter. This for 
years was the only pond in 
Arlington Heights and is at 
least twice the size of the 
pond at Pioneer Park. 
It 
could do much to relieve 
crowded conditions there, 
and 
possibly 
provide 
a 
place for speed skating. It 
is notable that the only 
Olympic skaters from this 
area were from Northbrook 
where this sport is encour­ 
aged and facilities are pro­ 
vided. 
4. The Forest Preserve 
district has good ice facili­ 
ties at several nearby loca­ 
tions if they could be pre­ 
vailed upon to clear the 
snow from the ice. I noticed 
extensive use of the Deer 
Grove pond until the heavy 
snow* fall early in February. 
Before 
seriously 
consid­ 
ering the proposed artifi­ 
cial ice pond, I recommend 
maintaining the present fa­ 
cilities in a way that would 
encourage skaters to come 
out. Then find out w h a t 
they need and want.

It is fascinating to study the history of food and discover 
that the Greeks, beginning with the classical age, regarded 
fish as a delicacy. From the time the catch was hauled into 
the “agora” or m arket place and until it reached the table, 
all fish received gentle handling and cooking. Leaping ahead 
into the 20th century we find the same meticulous care given 
to fish and vegetables in popular frozen prepared haddock 
dinners. 
How well these dinners fit into your weekly menus, on 
tightly scheduled afternoons when a hot dinner is a must, on 
meatless Lenten days or when you have requests for “ a 
fish dinner” tonight. The dinner is tender filet of haddock in 
golden cream sauce, accompanied by garden-fresh peas and 
fluffy mashed potatoes. 
Time-wise this dinner rates tops. Approximately 20 min­ 
utes in a hot (450°F.) oven with the foil turned back over the 
fish, and you’ll find a speckled light golden cast to the sauce. 
Call to fine eating, indeed. 
A few drops of lemon squirted over the fish, makes many 
people happy. For this garnish, cut a lemon into wedges and 
dip the centers into chopped parsley. 
Excellent as dessert is a combination of canned g rap e-: 
fruit and orange sections chilled to perfection with a top­ 
ping of flaked coconut and chopped nuts providing contrast. 


Proper Care of Greens 


Im m ediate home care of salad greens is essential to 
maintain freshness, reminds a University of Illinois home 
economist. Flush greens with cold running water, even though 
they may have been prewashed. Drain thoroughly before re­ 
frigerating. place in a plastic bag, and wrap with Saran or j 
several thicknesses of waxed paper to insure crispness. When- j 
ever possible, use the outer leaves: they are especially rich 
in food value.

m ediate attention to an Illi­ 
nois law which becam e ef­ 
fective on M arch I of this 
year. 
My son, who operates a 
very sm all boat, 
discovers 
with considerable consterna­ 
tion that he m ust register his 
boat and obtain a Certificate 
Num ber before he can oper­ 
ate it lawfully. 
The new law is known as 
“The Illinois Boat R egistra­ 
tion and Safety Act of 1959.” 
* 
* 
* 
UNDER THIS new law all 
boats propelled by m achinery 
and in use on public w aters 
of the State m ust be regis­ 
tered. At the tim e the law 
was considered in the Legis­ 
lature, efforts w ere m ade to 
exem pt sm aller boats. This 
effort failed, however. 
Every owner of a m otor 
boat m ust fill out an appli­ 
cation and send the form, 
a l o n g with $3 registration 
fee, 
to the D epartm ent of 
Conservation, Motor Boat Li­ 
cense Division, 400 S o u t h 
Spring Street, Springifeld, Il­ 
linois. The necessary appli­ 
cations 
form s 
can 
be 
ob­ 
tained 
by 
w riting 
to 
the 
above Division. 
On receipt of the applica­ 
tion, the D epartm ent w i l l 
m ail you a m otor boat Cer­ 
tificate of Num ber, assigning 
you a num ber for your boat. 
This Certificate is good for 
approxim ately 
three 
years 
and m ust be renewed on or 
before 
its 
expiration 
date. 
The 
Certificate 
m ust 
be 
available for inspection on 
the m otor boat at all tim es 
it is in operation. 
The 
num ber 
assigned 
is 
perm anent and rem ains with 
the 
boat, 
even 
though 
it 
changes hands. The num ber 
m ust be painted or attached 
to both sides of the bow of 
the boat in block characters 
at least 3” high. If you buy 
or sell a boat already bear­ 
ing 
a 
Certificate 
Num ber, 
application 
m ust 
be 
m ade 
within 
15 
days 
after 
the 
transaction for a transfer of 
the num ber. In this connec­ 
tion. a $1.00 transfer fee is 
payable. 
A 
failure 
to 
act 
within the 15-day period will 
necessitate a re-registration 
by the new owner.

* 
NEW Certificate N um bers 
will not be issued until the 
owner surrenders his Certifi­ 
cate. You should alw ays re ­ 
quest the person from whom 
you acquire a boat to fill out 
the notification of sale or 
transfer block on the reverse 
side 
of 
the 
Certificate 
of 
N um ber and have it m ailed 
direct to the D epartm ent im ­ 
m ediately. All boat owners 
m ust furnish the D epartm ent 
notification of change of ad­ 
dress, sale or transfer of the 
boat to another person or the 
destruction or abandonm ent 
of the boat. 
W henever 
a 
boat 
is 
in­ 
volved in a collision or ac­ 
cident 
causing 
injury 
or 
death to persons or property 
dam age over $100.00, a report 
m ust be filed with the De­ 
partm ent. 
The Act further provides 
the equipm ent which all mo­ 
tor boats m ust carry. These 
consist of life preservers for 
each person on board, lights, 
mufflers, 
whistles, 
fire ex­ 
tinguisher, carburetor arrest­ 
ors and ventilators. 
Much to m y son’s discom- 
forture, the use of sirens or 
flashing lights is unlawful, 
except 
on 
duly 
designated 
patrol boats. He finds the 
siren he purchased last year 
m ust now be scrapped.

phosphates are safe to eat. 
One organic phosphate, dia- 
zinon, 
may receive official 
approval before this summer. 
T h erefore vegetable growers 
should be alert for such an 
announcement in newspapers 
or crop magazines.

Any supply can be sold 
(economists sometimes s a y 
“will be demanded” ) at some 
price. The higher the price, 
the less will be demanded, or 
sold. The lower the price, the 
more will be demanded. Sup­ 
ply and demand come into 
equilibrium and the m ark e t 
clears at some price. 
Most of those who talk 
about adjusting supply to de­ 
mand seem to believe that 
there is some specific rate of 
production that will insure 
profitable prices and satisfac­ 
tory incomes to all, or most, 
producers. Many believe that 
only a small cut in outp u t 
would force a big rise in 
prices and thus insure pros­ 
perity for producers. This be­ 
lief is based on observations 
of 
the 
effects of s m a l l 
changes 
in 
supplies 
upon 
prices of some farm products 
from one year to another. But 
continuous low production is 
something else again! 
SUBSTANTIAL amounts of 
all of our big money crops— 
wheat, cotton, tobacco, 
corn 
and soybeans (rice, too)—are 
exported. Altogether, exports 
of U.S. farm products amount 
to about four billion dollars a 
year. The crops from one acre 
in eight are sold in fore i g n 
countries or shipped as “aid.” 
We also import about f o u r 
billion dollars worth of farm 
products, half of which com­ 
pete with our own production. 
Even if we were able t o 
force our own consumers to 
pay more for their food, cot­ 
ton and tobacco, we cann o t 
force foreign buyers to do so. 
They have many other sourc­ 
es of supply. Other countries 


Iready put five times as 
uch competitive agricultur- 
products into foreign trade 
s does the United States. 
AS FARMERS we would 
ke to sell more of the higher 
•riced foods — like butter. 
>eef. pork and milk—to con - 
sumers. But all of these foods 
lave lower priced substitutes 
— m argarine for b u t t e r , 
chicken for beef, eggs f o r 
pork, etc. If food prices rise 
materially, consumers w i l l 
use more of the economy

I customed to using the l e s s 
costly foods, their d e s i r e , 
their demand, for the higher 
priced ones will decrease and 
the prices will decline.

For Automatic 
Feed Operation 
Planning ahead is the key 
to building an efficient auto­ 
matic 
feed-handling 
opera­ 
tion. 
That’s why University of 
Illinois scientists made “Feed 
Automation: For Progress — 
For Profit” a m ajor exhibit 
for the 1960 Farm and Home 
festival, March 31 and April 
I and 2. 
Main purpose of the exhib­ 
it is to help farm ers put to­ 
gether the mechanized feed­ 
ing system best suited for 
their individual feeding re­ 
quirements, explained Wen­ 
dell Bowers, U. of I. agricul­ 
tural engineer. 
To meet this goal, scientists 
divided the exhibit into six 
major areas. The six areas 
show examples of commer­ 
cially available storage bins, 
feed 
meters, 
blenders 
and 
grinders, conveyors, distribu­ 
tors and automatic controls 
— the basic components of 
an automatic feeding opera­ 
tion. 
A complete automatic feed­ 
ing system will be in opera­ 
tion in the center of the ex­ 
hibit area to show how these 
parts are brought together 
into one unit. 
Bowers 
said 
too 
many 
farm ers rush into mechanized 
feeding without first studying 
how 
each 
piece of equip­ 
ment will fit into their total 
feeding program. 
Breaking an automatic sys­ 
tem into six basic parts and 
showing numerous examples j 
of 
each 
part 
should 
help 
farm ers select the mechan­ 
ized system best suited 
to 
their farming operation, he 
explained.
